Be Missionary Challenge

To find any signs of health 
and vitality in suburbia is a 
very unfashionable thing to do 
these days. It’s getting so you 
can hardly pick up a church 
periodical w ithout encounter-J 
ing a Jeremiad against the 
‘‘materialism.” “ parochialism” 
and "shallowne.ss of suburban 
Christianity. 
It is a little startling, there­ 
fore, to find the Rev Mr. Mac- 
Gill saying boldly in the Living 
Church Magazine 


* Despite the prophets of 


suburban doom, the church 
is still mediating ( hrist s sal­ 
vation . . . even 
in 
status 


heights. And ii is doing so 
remarkably well, in my opin­ 
ion. 


The Rev. MacGill served un­ 
til recently as vicar of what he! 
describes as an “ arch-typical 
suburban parish — the Episco-j 
pal Church of the Nativity, In­ 
dianapolis. Ind. He is now on 
Hie staff of the National Coun­ 
cil of the Episcopal Church. 
He acknowledges 
that 
the 
average suburban congregation 
is far from being the dcdicat-1 
ed body of Christian disciples 
that it ought to be. But with 
all of its shortcomings, subur­ 
ban 
Christianity 
is 
not 
as j 
“ dreary and 
foolish 
as its 
critics paint it. 
In suburbia, the Rev. Mac­ 
Gill says, “The gospel is being j 
proclaimed and received by I 
men and women who want 
badly to know that there is 
Good News with power to save 
“ The 
historic 
creeds 
arc- 


staking out blazing areas of 
eternal truth for lonely, trans­ 
ient and skeptical folk whose 
uniformly 
college * educated 
minds still clamor for the few 
simple certainties of life. 
"The food and drink of the 
Eucharist are penetrating the 
lives of worldlings who know 
acutely what it is to hunger and 
thirst in the midst of cocktail- 
and-cookout plenteousness ” 


Instead of scorning sub­ 
urbia as a wasteland ol Phar­ 
isaism. the Episcopal minis­ 
ter savs, churches should rec­ 
ognize that it “ may well be 
the greatest missionarv chal­ 
lenge to C h r i s t i a n t y in 
\merica today.” 


From his own ministry in 
the suburbs, the Rev 
MacGill 
has darned two lo>sons which 
lie commends to all clergymen 
who are assigned to this 'mis­ 
sionary” frontier. 
The first is that “ suburban­ 
ites do not need the church for 
picnics, parties and the like . . . 
they have their own resources 
for leisure and recreation." 


“ The effort spent in so many 
churches on organized outings 
and social affairs is an essen­ 
tial waste,” he says, because 
it merely provides another op­ 
portunity for human relation­ 
ships on an "artificial level ” 


“ What 
people want is the 
chance to know other Chris­ 
tians 
in 
some depth 
Adult 
study programs of an unabash­ 
edly religious nature— and es­ 
pecially those with lay leader­ 
ship— are the obvious alterna­ 
tive.”

It Is Not Too Late To Continue 


Negotiations On Way To Clear Cuba 


WASHINGTON— The I’resi- 
dent’s proclamation of a se­ 
lectiv e blockade has gone in­ 
to effect. We are now waiting 
for the other shoe to drop. 


There are those, for whose 
judgment I hav e profound re­ 
spect, who think that it is 
now too late for this country 
to influence the decisions of 
the Sov iet Union and that the 
President is now irretriev ably 
committed to a course which 
can end only with a 
total 
blockade or an inv asion of 
Cuba. 


They may be right. But I 
hav e liv ed through two world 
wars, and in both of them, 
once we were engaged, we 
made the same tragic mistake. 
We 
suspended 
diplomacy 
when 
the 
guns 
began 
to 
shoot. 


issued an ultimatum to an­ 
other 
great 
power 
without 
first attempting to negotiate 
the issue. By confronting Gro­ 
my ko priv ately , the President 
would hav e giv en Khrushchev 
what all wise statesmen giv e 
their adv ersaries— the chance 
to sav e face. 
We hav e, w e must note, 
made two separate demands. 
One is that no more “ offen­ 
siv e 
weapons” s h a l l 
be 
brought into Cuba. On this 
demand, we shall soon hav e a 
showdown. 
Considering

unanimity of the other Ameri­

states, considering the 
strategic weakness of the So­ 
v iet Union in this hemisphere, 
there is reason to hope that 
the quarantine of Cuba will 
work, though we must ex pect 
retaliation elsewhere.

If it had not been suspend­ 
ed. the President would hav e 
shown Gromy ko the pictures, 
and told him priv ately about 
the policy which in a few day s 
he intended to announce pub­ 
licly . This would hav e made 
it more likely that Moscow’ 
would order the ships not to 
push on to Cuba. 


BUT THE PRESIDENT has 
laid down a second demand, 
which is that the missile in­ 
stallations already in Cuba be 
dismantled and remov ed. How 
this is to be done is a great 
question, ev en supposing that 
there is no shooting conflict 
at sea. And it is here, I be­ 
liev e. 
that diplomacy must 
not abdicate. 


There are three way s to get 


rid of the missiles already in 


Cuba. One is to inv ade and 


occupy Cuba. The second way 


is to institute a total block­ 
ade, particularly of oil ship­ 
ments, which w'ould in a few 
months ruin the Cuban econ­ 
omy . The third way is to try , 
I repeat to try , to negotiate a 
face-sav ing agreement..

A ll the manager of the I)e 
Soto Hotel in New Orleans 
knew was that a very sick man 
was in a room upstairs and he 
didn’t want him to die there. 
He drove Muggsy to Charity

Muggsy, a salty character 
even on the brink of death, 
managed to gasp: “ What the 
hell! I’m not a charity pa­ 
tient. Get me to a hospital.” 
A bright young intern sug­ 
gested Muggsy be taken to 
the Touro Infirmary' run by 
Dr. Alton Ochsner, who was 
fascinated by the case and

would not think of failure. 
Muggsy was found to be a 
victim of a perforated ulcer, 
lobar pneumonia, veins col­ 
lapsed so severely that both 
legs were paralyzed and an 
abdominal area obstruction so 
critical that he was immense­ 
ly bloated. 
A separate profile could be 
written about this crisis in 
Muggsy’s life. It was well re­ 
corded and photographed by 
Dr. Ochsner and his assisting 
doctors. 
Ochsner, 
who 
has 
crews of doctors work on a 
patient 
simultaneously 
in 
lightning fast manner, is cred­ 
ited with originating recovery 
rooms. Today lie has a foun­ 
dation hospital and clinic un­ 
der his name that are world 
famous 
and 
draw 
patients 
from Europe and Latin Amer­ 
ica. 


M U G G SY D ID N ’T recognize 
Ochsner for days and eventu­ 
ally had to be pulled sudden­ 
ly off sedation lest he become 
an addict. To this day Muggsy, 
who fought his own battle 
with 
the bottle before re­ 
nouncing it, will have nothing 
to do with persons addicted 
to drugs, even marijuana. 
Doctors had to puncture a 
vein in a foot to give him 17 
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blood 
transfusions. 
A f t e r 
nearly 
five 
months at the 
Touro, Muggsy spent several 
months in a hospital in Chi­ 
cago to which his brother W il­ 
liam had brought him. 
“ Relaxin’ 
at 
the Touro,” 
Muggsy s theme song, written 
by him and pianist Joe Bush- 
kin, and his “ Oh, Dr. Ochs­ 
ner,” are tunes in tribute to 
the doctor. “ Touro,” a blues, 
has sold more than a million 
copies, unusual for a jazz rec­ 
ord. 
When Muggsy and his wife, 
the former Ruth G. O’Con­ 
nell. toured Europe in 1960, 
they found the “ Touro” rec­ 
ord being sold on a bootleg or 
pirated label called “ Story- 
ville,” issued in Denmark. 
This tour, in which Muggsy 
played with native jazz bands 
in several countries, was to 
have lasted one month but he 
was such a draw in every city 
he visited that he extended 
the tour to three and one-half 
months. 
Mrs. Spanier reports that 
in 
every 
city 
fans 
asked 


Muggsy, “ W hy don’t we get 
more records by you?” As 
musicians and jazz fans know, 
jazz acquired an intelligent 
and continuous following in 
Europe some years before the 
general public in the United 
States gave it much support. 


FO LLO W IN G 1I1S recovery 
from his great illness, Muggsy 
organized a small band to 
play straight jazz or what was 
then called “ hot jazz” as dis­ 
tinct from the more popular 
and novelty numbers featur­ 
ing the leader’s singing in the 
Ted Lewis band and the ar­ 
ranged (written-down) Dixie­ 
land repertoire of the Ben 
Pollack band. 


Muggsy called his outfit the 
Muggsy S p a n i e r Ragtime 
Band and opened in the Sher­ 
man Hotel in Chicago on Ap­ 
ril 29, 1939. Sidemen included 
trombonist Georg Brunis, pia­ 
nist George Zack (succeeded 
by Joe Bushkinl and the late 
clarinetist Rod Cless.

touring coast to coast and in 
Canada. 
In his move to the Bay 
Area 
in 
1957 Muggsv was 
signed to do a few months 
with the Earl Hines crew in 
the Hangover in San Fran­ 
cisco and stayed two and one- 
half years. Doc Dougherty has 
closed the Hangover and re­ 
tired to Fairfax. 


M U G G SV AND his wife, the 
widow of a Chicago banker, 
were married in Chicago on 
St. Valentine's Day, 1950 A 
short time later semanticist 
and jazz fan S. I. Havakawa. 
now of Mill Valley, featured 
Muggsv and his music on a 
Chicago 
FM 
radio 
station. 
Muggsv was playing the Blue 
Note at the time. 
A 
1950 
tour 
after 
their 
honeymoon 
included 
S a n 
Francisco’s Hangover and the 
Tiffany Club in Eos Angeles, 
where Muggsv again paved 
the way for other jazz crews 
including

This band of Muggsv included

1957 the Spaniers wired a 
friend to find a San Francisco

The Gaylord 
Hotel said, “ Yes." and they 
stayed there until settling in 
Sausalito a few months later.

Miriam Ottenberg. a Pulit­ 
zer Prize-winning Washington 
Star reporter who has done 
more than a little investigat­ 
ing on her own. catalogues 
and describes them all in "The 
Federal 
Investigators.” 
Her 
book is an eye-opener. 
The construction of “ lhe 
F e d e r a l Investigators" is 
simple. Each agency s duties 
and history are outlined; then 
follows an account of an es­ 
pecially interesting ca.se solv­ 
ed by investigators of that 
agency. 
The research 
and 
know­ 
how that went into the book 
are far from simple. Atty. 
Gen. Robert F. Kennedy, in 
a foreword praising Miss Ot- 
tenberg’s work, 
says: 
"She 
writes well and knowledge­ 
ably. after years of covering 
these agencies for the Wash­ 
ington Evening Star . . . She 
also has won tbe respect of 
the investigators about whom 
she writes— and 
whom she 
often assists with the results 
of her own digging for facts.” 
The Federal Investigators” 
is 
essentially 
a 
“ booster” 
book. The author touches only 
lightly on gaps in areas of 
enforcement and overlap of 
agencies in other areas, and 
not at 
alt on 
investigative 
bumbling or tbe not-unnat- 
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ural tendency of such agen­ 
cies to proliferate investiga­ 
tions for their own sake. 
But the book is an enlight­ 
ening catalogue of the mul­ 
tiple agencies created to help 
enforce federal laws. And it 
is indeed a tribute to the 
author that it is also inter­ 
esting and exciting to read.

We Hope Reds Understand 
We'll Stand Up To Our Line 


Today closes an historic we e k in 
American history. 
As we sit here now. it is still undeter­ 
mined whether the strong stand taken 
by our country and our President has 
kept us from war or brought us closer 
to it. 
For a few hours we felt pangs of con­ 
cern. fear almost. The President’s state­ 
ment was so blunt and final-sounding; 
jokes about ‘ dusting off the old khaki" 
had a hollow ring. 
In the days since, we have personally 
relaxed, looked with approval, pleasure 
almost, as Russian ships turned back or, 
upon going ahead, submitted unprotest­ 
ing to our search before being allowed 
to continue to Cuba. 
Most Americans, it seems to us, ap­ 
prove our President’s action. That we 
are behind him, there is no doubt. 
Vet right now is a danger time for us. 
Wo must realize that the situation is not 
settled, everything is not all right again. 
The blockade, even though it is 100 
per cent successful, did not and can not 
solve the problem of Cuba and Fidel 
Castro. The Communist missile launch­ 
ing pads are still in place, their ‘‘birds’’ 


standing ready to take oil in flight. 
We can be sure that the Soviet Union 
will not accept such an affront by the 
United States in plain view of the world. 
How and when she will retaliate, no 
American can guess w ith any assurance. 
But we can be certain the Kremlin will 
answer. 
The unanimity of the Western world 
and particularly the Western Hemis­ 
phere m support of our stand is encour­ 
aging. But we must remember that this 
is the support of g o v e r n m e n t s . It 
doesn’t indicate that the problems of 
the people of South or Central Amor« 
ica have been solved. It is a drawing to­ 
gether closer in time of danger. 
The United States has finally drawn 
a clear line, similar to one we have 
drawn in Berlin. There is satisfaction in 
such a line because it has substance; we 
know what we are for and what we are 
against. Cone is the uncertainty of shift­ 
ing policies and wavering goals. 
But a line also has dangers and re­ 
sponsibilities. We appreciate this and 
are willing to stand up to them both. We 
hope the Russians understand our de­ 
termination.

Nothing New In Civil Defense 


Preparations, Just Same As Before 


When the American and 
Russian ships were reported 
“ on collision course.” we hur­ 
riedly picked up all the Civil 
Defense literature to get the 
latest on where to hide and 
how far to dig. 


But the survival procedures 
appear to be about the same 
as the ones that were circu­ 
lated a year or two ago. Any 
shelter, even a car, is better 
than none. The most central 
room, preferably in a base­ 
ment 
with concrete 
walls, 
with the least windows, is the 
safest in a home. 
Large buildings give good 
protection. Plan to be on the 
lowest floor, in the center of 
the building. 
If you want to go further, 
you can stock up an emerg­ 
ency supply of food and wa­ 
ter, first aid kit, flashlight, 
portable radio, matches, old 
newspapers, garbage can, etc. 
And here’s an interesting 
item. It’s a good idea to have 
water in closed containers be­ 
cause once water becomes 
contaminated, you can t steri­ 
lize it by boiling. Boiling will 
kill germs but not radioactiv- 
ity.

WASHINGTON- The Presi­ 
dent’s proclamation of a se­ 
lective blockade has gone in­ 
to effect. We are now waiting 
for the other shoe to drop. 
There are those, for whose 
judgment I have profound re­ 
spect. who think that it is 
now too late for this country 
to influence the decisions of 
the Soviet Union and that the 
President is now irretrievably 
committed to a course which 
can end only with a total 
blockade or an invasion of 
Cuba. 
They may be right. But I 
have lived through two world 
wars, and in both of them, 
once we were engaged, we 
made the same tragic mistake. 
We 
suspended 
diplomacy 
when 
the 
guns 
began 
to 
shoot. 


IN BOTH WARS as the re­ 
sult, we achieved a great vic­ 
tory but we could not make 
peace. There is a mood in 
this 
country 
today 
which 
could easily cause us to make 
the same mistake again. We 
must in honor attempt to 
avoid it. 
I see danger of this mis­ 
take in the fact that when the 
President saw Gromyko last 
week and had the evidence of 
the missile build-up in Cuba, 
he refrained from confront­ 
ing Gromyko with this evi­ 
dence. This was to suspend 
diplomacy. 
If it had not been suspend­ 
ed. the President would have 
shown Gromyko the pictures, 
and told him privately about 
the policy which in a few- days 
he intended to announce pub­ 
licly. This would have made 
it more likely that Moscow 
would order the ships not to 
push on to Cuba. 


BUT IF SUCH diplomatic 
action did not change the or­ 
ders. if Khrushchev persisted 
in spite of it, the President’s 
public speech would h a v e 
been stronger. It would not 
have been subject to the criti­ 
cism that a great power had 


issued an ultimatum to an* 
other great 
power without 
first attempting to negotiate 
the issue. By confronting Gro­ 
myko privately, the President 
would have given Khrushchev 
what all wise statesmen give 
their adversaries—the chance 
to save face. 
We have, we must note, 
made two separate demands. 
One is that no more “ offen­ 
sive 
weapons” 
s h a l l 
he 
brought into Cuba. On this 
demand, we shall soon have a 
showdown. Considering the 
unanimity of the other Ameri­ 
can states, considering the 
strategic weakness of the So- 
v iet I nion in this hemisphere, 
there is reason to hope that 
the quarantine of Cuba will 
work, though we must expect 
retaliation elsewhere. 


BUT THE PRESIDENT has 
laid down a second demand, 
which is that the missile in­ 
stallations already in Cuba be 
dismantled and removed. How 
this is to be done is a great 
question, even supposing that 
there is no shooting conflict 
at sea. And it is here, I be­ 
lieve. that diplomacy must 
not abdicate. 


There are three ways to get 
rid of the missiles already In 
Cuba. One is to invade and 
occupy Cuba. The second way 
is to institute a total block­ 
ade. particularly of oil ship­ 
ments, which would in a few 
months ruin the Cuban econ­ 
omy. The third way is to try, 
1 repeat to try, to negotiate a 
face-saving agreement.

Taking off the gloves of diplomacy, 
Stevenson lashed into Zorin, demanding that he deny 
that the Soviet Union had established and equipped 
nuclear launching pads in Cuba, a furtive action that 
caused President John F. Kennedy last Monday to set 


up a naval blockade of Castro's bastion. 
Zorin evaded the demand with the bland state­ 
ment that he was not on trial in an American court. 
Stevenson replied tartly that Zorin was on trial in 
the court of world opinion. He said he would wait 
“until hell freezes over** for Zorin s answer.

The National Catholic W el­

would not think of failure. 
Muggsy was found to be1 a 
victim of a perforated ulcer, 
lobar pneumonia, veins col­ 
lapsed so severely that both 
legs were paralyzed and an 
abdominal area obstruction so 
critical that he was immense­ 
ly bloated. 
A separate profile could be 
wTitten about this crisis in 
Muggsy’s life. It was well re­ 
corded and photographed by 
Dr. Oehsner and his assisting 
doctors. 
Oehsner, who has 
crews of doctors work on a 
patient 
simultaneously 
in 
lightning fast manner, is cred­ 
ited with originating recovery 
rooms. Today he has a foun­

transfusions. 
A f t e r 
nearly five months at the 
Touro, Muggsy spent several 
months in a hospital in Chi­ 
cago to which his brother W il­ 
liam had brought him. 
“ Relaxin' at the Touro,” 
Muggsy’s theme song, written 
by him and pianist Joe Bush- 
kin, and his ‘ Oh, Dr. Ochs- 
ner,” are tunes in tribute to 
the doctor. "Touro,” a blues, 
lias sold more than a million 
copies, unusual for a jazz rec­ 
ord. 
When Muggsy and his wife, 
the former Ruth G. O’Con­ 
nell, toured Europe in 1960, 
they found the “ Touro” rec­ 
ord being sold on a bootleg or 
pirated label called “ Story- 
ville,” issued in Denmark. 
This tour, in which Muggsy 
played with native jazz bands 
in several countries, was to 
have lasted one month but he 
was such a draw in even’ city 
he visited that he extended 
the tour to three and one-half 
months. 
Mrs. Spanier reports that 
in 
every 
city 
fans 
asked 


Muggsy, “ Why don't we get 
more records by you?” As 
musicians and jazz fans know, 
jazz acquired an intelligent 
and continuous following in 
Europe some years before the 
general public in the United 
States gave it much support. 


FOLLOWING HIS recovery’ 
from his great illness, Muggsy 
organized a small band to 
play straight jazz or what was 
then called "hot jazz” as dis­ 
tinct from the more popular 
and novelty numbers featur­ 
ing the leader’s singing in the 
Ted Lewis band and the ar­ 
ranged (written-down) Dixie­ 
land repertoire of the Ben 
Pollack band. 


Muggsy called his outfit the 
Muggsy S p a n i e r Ragtime 
Band and opened in the Sher­ 
man Hotel in Chicago on Ap­ 
ril 29, 1939.

February, 1941, and went on 
tour, 
exciting 
dancers 
and 
music fans. A big band needs 
arrangements, 
for 
section 
work, and Muggsy's man for 
this job was Deane Kincaide, 
saxist and composer who had 
played and arranged for Cros­ 
by, Pollack and Tommy Dor­ 
sey. 
This band, termed by critic 
Leonard Feather “one of the 
best big bands ever to feature 
Dixieland style." stayed to­ 
gether until 1943 Sidemen in­ 
cluded Mel Powell, the late 
clarinetist Irving Fazola and 
trombonist 
Vernon 
Brown. 
They were a sensation in New 
York’s Arcadia Ballroom and 
other spots. T hey cut only 
four sides, for Decca, now out 
of print. 
The war years and other 
factors were too much for 
Muggsy and many other lead­ 
ers trying to keep big bands 
together when men were hard 
to keep and profits hard to 
acquire. Since then he chiefly 
has led small combinations, 


touring coast to coast and in 
Canada. 
In his move to the Bay 
Area 
in 
1957 Muggsy was 
signed to do a few' months 
with the Earl Hines crew in 
the Hangover in San Fran­ 
cisco and stayed two and one- 
half years. Doc Dougherty has 
closed the Hangover and re­ 
tired to Fairfax. 


Ml'GGSY A N D his wife, the 
widow of a Chicago banker, 
were married in Chicago on 
St. Valentine’s Day, 1950 
A 
short time later semanticist 
and jazz fan S. I. Hayakawa. 
now of Mill Valley, featured 
Muggsy and his music on a 
Chicago

radio 
station 
Muggsy was playing the Blue 
Note at the time.

honeymoon 
included

Francisco’s Hangover and the 
Tiffany Club in Los Angeles, 
where Muggsy again paved

This band of Muggsy included

and Armstrong, and bassist 
Truck Parham, who had play­ 
ed with Earl Hines and Jim ­ 
mie Lunceford. 
Before moving west in early 
1957 the Spaniers wired a 
friend to find a San Francisco 
hotel that would accommodate 
their beagle hound Glenview 
Lady Dewes. now called Nibs, 
a pet with 21 field champions 


in her bloodline The Gaylord 
Hotel said. “ Yes," and they 
stayed there until settling in 
Sausalito a few months later. 
The Spaniers now have a 
house up the steep incline 
from South Street. Muggsy. 
who shops in slacks, sweater 
and a discolored old pork pie 
hat that a fan gave him, is al­ 
ready a happy legend among 
local merchants. Nibs, who 
has crossed the country twice

with new books and they’re 
devoted to their beagles 
but 
jazz is their life. Muggsy plays 
it and Ruth is his No. 1 fan. 
It was his music that brought 
them together. Her son. Bud­ 
dy Charles, a singer, heard 
Muggsy and demanded that 
she hear him. She's ne\er 
been the same since. 


MRS. SPANIER, slim and 
not unremindful of Marlene 
Dietrich in appearance and 
vibrancy, helps Muggsy with 
publicity and other business 
affairs. She told me in 1951: 
“ In matters concerning Mugg­ 
sy, I am a cobra.” 


By now she knows many of 
Muggsy s anecdotes, numer­ 
ous of them unprintable.

one set if he drinks. Muggsy 
said: 
“ I told him, ‘You stop that 
drinking right now or I’m 
gonna use your nose in that 
sidewalk for a plowshare.' ” 
Muggsy reported the anger 
of the late drummer Sid Cat­ 
lett toward a white musician 
in his cups who had been un­ 
kind to him. “ I had to step in 
and cool Sid down. He was 
gonna hit him in the throat 
with his cymbal and serve his 
head like John the Baptist's.” 
Of a trumpet player who 
died many years ago of a 
drink-destroyed 
liver: 
“ He 
never changed his sox.” 
And so on. 


THE SPANIERS 
are de­ 
lighted with the Bay Area, 
which is why they’ve settled 
in Sausalito. But they can’t 
quite completely let go of Chi­ 
cago. They still have many 
possessions stored there. They 
still have a checking account 
at the National Boulevard 
Bank of Chicago. 
With 40 years of jazz behind 
him, Muggsy Spanier might 
be thought to be one of Ma­ 
rin’s retired citizens. Not so. 
He recently returned from a 
strenuous engagement lead­ 
ing a small band in Las Vegas. 
In June he cut a long-playing 
record called “ Columbia, the 
Gem of the Ocean” for F r e d 
Astaire’s label, Choreo Rec­ 
ords, in Hollywood with a 17- 
piece band made up of musi­ 
cians expert in the Dixieland 
idiom including ex-Bob Cros­ 


by sidemen Eddie MiUer and 
Matty Matlock. 
For the recording, directed 
by 
drummer 
Jackie 
Mills. 
Choreo head, they used the 
Deane Kincaide arrangements 
written for Muggsy’s old big 
band but not recorded previ­ 
ously. Mrs. Spanier had had 
them shipped in several heavy 
cartons from Chicago. Neil 
llefti, Gordon Jenkins and 
other musical figures visited 
the studio during the record­ 
ing session and cheered. 
Muggsy told Anson Weeks 
the album opens “ with the 
darndest Royal Garden Blues 
you ever heard.” “ Columbia.” 
from which the album gets its 
title, was scored by Kincaide 
the day after Pearl Harbor. 
So many reported their en­ 
thusiasm to Kincaide that he 
phoned his joy from New 
York. 
The 
program 
notes 
were written for the album, 
due out soon, By Leonard 
Feather, who says: “ Muggsy 
remains one of the imperish­ 
able individualists of jazz.” 
Muggsy interrupted his rest 
from Las Vegas to play in the 
Hollywood Bowl Jazz Concert 
last Sept. 8 in a crew includ­ 
ing clarinetist Barney Bigard, 
who long was a Duke Elling­ 
ton sideman, and drummer 
Mel Lewis, who recently tour­ 
ed Russia with Benny Good­ 
man. 
Soon Muggsy will sound a 
bugle call for his recent Las 
Vegas crew to reassemble to 
open a new engagement in 
the Bay Area or begin a new 
tour. As Duke Ellington said 
of himself in 1952 Muggsy 
Spanier might well say of him­ 
self in 1962: 
“ I am a young bandleader 
starting out all over again.** 
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M U G G SY, with a face "tied together with shamrocks," 
was photographed by a fan during 1960 European tour.

Helps Agency Serve 


Families Of Marin 


Design By Artist Janet Jones Is 


Slated For National Distribution

When Janet Jones accepted 
the assignment of designing a 
Christmas card to benefit the 
Family Service Agency of Ma­ 
rin, she approached the task 
with the experience of a com­ 
mercial artist and the skill of 
a prize-winning painter. 


She did her job so well that 
the Family Service Assn. of 
America has ordered 10.000 
of the cards for national dis­ 
tribution. 


To achieve her design, she 
first thought of an angel in 
flight as being a non-sectarian 
symbol of the holiday season 
that would have a universal 
appeal. The next stop was to 
develop the design in a style 
which would appeal to those 
who like traditional cards as 
well as those who like a fre>h, 
more contemporary type. 


JANET IS FOND of callig­ 
raphy and its unique design 
quality. By the use of a chis- 
lled pen in a calligraphic let­ 
tering style, her angel be­ 
came a modern embodiment 
of the medieval spirit of hon­ 
esty and directness. 


Before she put pen to pa­ 
per. however, she had checked 
the standard envelope sizes 
(to have her design the right 
proportion), and the available 
paper samples for color and 
texture. Her choices were a 
medieval 
t brick) 
red 
with 
touches of gold on a buff, 
heavy textured paper. 
Then the experimenting be­ 
gan. The process of sketching, 
adding, subtracting and ret til­ 
ing— until the final design 
was born. 


Her familiarity with print­ 
ing procedures enabled her 
to see it through the final 
production stage. By working 
in close cooperation with the 
printer and by an apprecia­ 
tion of his problems, she 
could anticapate and avoid 
them. On the other hand, he 
was sensitive to the effect she 
wished to achieve and was 
helpful in arriving at a mu­ 
tually satisfying result. 


Janet Schrock Jones, as she 
signs her work, received a 
Bachelor of Arts Degree with 
honors from the California 
College of Arts and Crafts in 
Oakland in 1952, Her major 
was commercial art and she 
was employed in the art de­ 
partment of a San Francisco 
advertising agency until the 
birth of her first child, Ali­ 
son, now 8 years old. Three 
years later, a son, Douglas, 
was born. 


While at home with her 
family, Janet turned to the 
fine arts, first winning prizes 
for her watercolors, and more 
recently with her oils, 


A member of the Marin So­ 
ciety of Artists, she won first 
prize in watercolor in their 
annual exhibit at the Marin 
Art and Garden Fair in 1959. 
In 1961 she won the first prize 
in oil in the same show with 


an additional prize for the 
“most creative 
work in the 
show*. In 1962, she again took 
first prize in oils. 


HER WORK lias hung twice 
in the San Francisco Museum 
of Art. In December, 
1961, 
she won honorable mention in 
the exhibit of San Francisco 
Women Artists there. 
More 
recently her oil, “Hot Land­ 
scape,” was accepted for the 
San Francisco Art Institute 
annual exhibit in April of this 
year. 


She has exhibited exten­ 
sively in other group and one- 
man shows in the Bay Area, 
at the California State Fair 
and the Golden Chain Exhibit 
in Sonora, wlmre she has re­ 
ceived 
several 
awards 
for 
watercolors. 


Although she has gone back 
to commercial art as art direc­ 
tor for her husband's new 
photographic laboratory, she 
continues to paint when she 
can, mostly in oil. Her ten­ 
dency is toward thicker and 
thicker paint with an increas­ 
ing sculptural quality.

her 
many other interests. She has 
played cello with the Marin 
Symphony, and plays piano 
for her own amusement. 


Another Janet Jones design 
which will he appearing be­ 
fore the public soon is that of 
the silk screened posters for 
the 
forthcoming 
Christmas 
Gift Gallery, sponsored by the 
Family Service league. The 
topiary tree motif, a repeat 
of her last year's design, is 
aimed at keeping a continuity 
and reeognizabihty from year 
to year, but a color change 
to the dark red and gold 
scheme of this year. 


The Christmas Gift Gallery 
is a showing of a variety of 
gift items selected from lead­ 
ing Marin shops. These may 
be ordered at the show or 
many items may be bought 
directly from the newT cash 
and carry department, mak­

Big Boon 
In Rental 
Art Show 


Its K A R L BARRON 


A svall thirty feet wide and 
fourteen stories high to ex­ 
hibit paintings? 
This will greet art lovers 
who are interested in rent­ 
ing paintings when the Marin 
Society of Artists opens its 
Fall Rental Shows on Sunday. 
Nov. 4. in the Marin Art and 
Harden Center. 
No. there isn t really a wall 
like that, but a space just 
thirty feet long and twelve 
feet deep contains the equiva­ 
lent of a wall with an area of 
4320 square feet 
or 30 by 
144 feet 
How is it done? 
It came as a bonus when 
the new addition to the Fran­ 
ces Young Gallery was de­ 
signed last spring. Architect 
Cliff 
Hanssen. 
w h i l e 
he 
worked on plans to increase 
the wall area of the gallery 
by one third, kept wondering 
how it might be possible to 
further 
increase 
the 
wall 
space without adding to the 
floor area. 


THE N KFI) was two-fold. 
The MSA Rental Gallery be­ 
gan in 1954 with 100 paint­ 
ings 
in 
stock, 
and 
mush­ 
roomed to the point that to­ 
day there are 510 paintings 
out on rental, valued at $83.- 
000 Almost 300 people turned 
out 
for 
the Spring Rental 
Show's 
opening 
day, 
and 
rented the walls bare. Ob­ 
viously. 
thought 
Hanssen. 
there must be a maximum of 
wall space to handle a busi­ 
ness such as this. 
Secondly, although the en­ 
tire 
gallery 
is 
devoted 
to 
paintings for rent in May and 
November, the walls are used 
for various shows during the 
other ten months and up to 
now, 
the 
rental 
paintings 
were stored in closets, and 
had to be hauled out one at 
a time to show to the patrons. 
This became 
increasingly 
tedious for the MSA volun­ 
teers who staff the gallery 
daily, and also tended to dis­ 
courage renters because of

H A N S S E N K EPT going

In the rear of the new addi­ 
tion, the place of one wall is 
occupied by eighteen panels, 
10 by 12 feet, recessed side 
by side into a space twelve

these doors 
come out at right angles to 
the wall. 
Framed of 2 bv 4 inch ma­ 


terial. they are panelled with

This totals about 
68 hours a month. And few 


of these hour- pass without a 
painting being rented. At last 
spring’s show, 84 works were 
rented in the first two hours 
the gallery was open.

Each agency s duties 
and history are outlined: then 
follows an account of an es­ 
pecially interesting case solv­ 
ed by investigators of that 
agency. 
The research and know­ 
how that went into the book 
are far from simple. Atty. 
Gen. Robert F. Kennedy, in 
a foreword praising Miss Ot- 
tenberg’s work, says: 
She 
writes well and knowledge­ 
ably. after years of covering 
these agencies for the Wash­ 
ington Evening Star . . . She 
also has won the respect ol 
the investigators about whom 
she writes— and whom she 
often assists with the results 
of her own digging for facts ” 
The Federal Investigators”

book. The author touches only 
lightly on gaps in areas of

Rack in 1836 a young Eng­ 
lishman, William Richardson, 
fell in love with the wildly 
beautiful land to San Fran­ 
cisco’s north, separated 
by 
the waters of the bay. 
Richardson applied to the 
Mexican governor for a land 
grant 
to 
the 
19,500 
acre 
Rancho 
Saucelito. 
but wa> 
doomed to initial disappoint­ 
ment. He was informed that 
the grant had already been 
awarded to one .lose Antonio 
Gallindo. But later Gallindo 
was to fall out of favor, and 
the grant was transferred to 
Richard’s name in 1836. 
Indians 
carried 
y e llo w 
adobe bricks on their backs 
up the Saucelito hills where 
Richard’s first Marin ranch 
home was built. And in 1841 
Richardson and his wife, the 
former Maria Antonia Marti­ 
nez, moved to Rancho Sauce­ 
lito from San Francisco 
to 
make their home. Richardson 
Bay is named for him. 
In 1850 Richardson piped 
water from the springs under 
Saucelito’s famous willows to 
a great cistern, reputed to 
still be under Richardson ave 
nue, and thence to his boat, 
the W ater Nixie, which trans­ 
ported it to San Francisco to 
be sold for 50 cents a bucket. 


R I( IIARD SO N was confi 
dent that his ranch would 
some day be tin* location of 
a twin city to San Francisco 
which was then burgeoning 
across the bay. 
Ami Sausalito. as the town 
came to be spelled, did grow 
from cow town to fishing vil­ 
lage to a wide open “ Monte 
Carlo of the West 
A t this point, many of its 
proud citizenry e x c e e d e d 
even Richardson in their op­ 
timism. Some day, they were 
confident, their city would 
shade even San Francisco. 
Those 
expectations 
were 
never realized. 
But today s 
Sausalitan is quite satisfied 
with his city And visitors— 
including many from metro­ 
politan San Francisco — arc' 
invariably enchanted, and not 
a little envious. 
W riters like' 
to compare 
Sausalito to a Mediterranean 
village' 
and the comparison 
is apt 
Its handsome homes 
perched 
on 
steep 
hillsides 
look 
down 
upon 
sparkling 
waters. In sharp contrast are 
the waterfront arks in which 
dwell other Sausalitans. 
The shops and restaurants 
have a distinctive appearance 
and flavor of their own. Art

boarded the ferryboats for 
the trip to San 
Francisco 
when there was no Golden 
Gate Bridge.

Chile. There you can enjoy 
the splashing fountain and 
the statuary’ front a shaded 
bench.

Fine Piano Talent Of Dominican 
Sister Is Not Lost To World

In 1047 a brilliant young 
pianist 
renounced 
worldly 
things and joined the Domini­ 
can Sisters of San Rafael. 
The end of a promising ca­ 
reer. lost to the world for­ 
ever? Quite the contrary. 
Horn Joyzelle Ray in Bur­ 
lington, Vermont, she came 
with her parents and older 
sister to Oakland at an early 
age, her father being profes­ 
sor of political science at Uni­ 
versity of California. 
At the age of five or six she 
showed 
an 
interest 
in the 
piano and started to study at 
the age of eight. A few years 
later she lost a beloved teach­ 
er and for the ensuing few 
years did not take lessons. 
“I just played the piano for 
my own enjoyment," she re­ 
marks with a smile. 
When she was 16 she began 
lessons again, practicing long 
hours. 
Later 
she 
attended 
Cincinnati 
Conservatory 
of 
Music. She studied with Mar­ 
guerite 
Melville and 
Karol 
Liszniewski and with George 
Gruenberg in Berlin. 


S1IE MADE her musical de­ 
but in San Francisco in 1940 
and was acclaimed by the 
critics. 
Radio 
and 
concert 
commitments were many in 
the following years. She was 
also teaching a few pupils at 
Dominican 
Conservatory 
of 
Music in San Rafael. In 1945 
this association led to her de­ 
cision to join the Dominican 
Sisters of San Rafael. 
Now. as Sister Mary Domi­ 
nic, O.P., she is assistant pro­ 
fessor of music at Dominican 
College. Sister Dominic’s pri­ 
mary role is that of piano 
teacher; her absorbing inter­ 


est is in early American mu­ 
sic and the early American 
civilization program. The pri­ 
mary purpose of this course, 
offered to juniors and seniors 
in the college, is to develop 
an understanding and wise 
appreciation 
of 
American 
civilization and culture as a 
whole. One of the most inter­ 
esting facets of early Ameri­ 
can music is Mora\ ian music, 
originating in Bethlehem, Pa. 
Dominican C o l l e g e has 
broadcast through KTIM pro­ 
grams highlighting this music 
and there have been several 
concerts featuring the music 
at Angelico Hall. 


DOMINICAN College Music 
Club. Sister Mary Dominic, 
moderator, is a member of 
the National Federation of 
Music Clubs and participates 
in a nationw ide contest known 
as "Parade of American Mu­ 
sic.” This contest is conduct­ 
ed during February of each 
year. Dominican t'lub has won 
six double ribbon awards, the 
most recent award being for 
contemporary American mu­ 
sic, 
the 
preceding 
for 
re­ 
search. public exhibits, broad­ 
casts and live performance of 
the 
newly-discovered 
early 
Moravian music, period 1740 
to 1860. 
Under 
Sister 
Dominic’s 
supervision the club has pub­ 
lished and circulated more 
than 250 pamphlets on de­ 
tails of this music. It is be­ 
lieved that Dominican College 
was the first organized group 
on the West Coast to make 
this music known to Northern 
California. 
On Nov. 23, 1962, at Marin 
Catholic High School music 
lovers will hear Sister Domi­ 
nic as soloist with the Marin 


Symphony Orchestra, playing 
Beethoven's 4th G Minor Con­ 
certo for piano and orchestra. 
The program begins at 8 30 
p m. This is a “first" for Ma­ 
rin County. 
It is not usual for a mem­ 
ber of the religious order to 
give a concert “off campus.” 
Permission for this appear­ 
ance was not easily obtained. 
Negotiations were carried on 
for some time and Mother 
Mary Justin, O P.. Prioress 
General, 
gave 
her 
consent 
after deep deliberation.

Some m odern jazz: 


VERY TALL— Oscar P eter­ 
son Trio with Milt Jackson— 
VERVE Stereo V6-8429: 
I’ve been meaning to review 
this Ip for months now. but 
I’m so busy playing and re­ 
playing it that I just found 
time to sit down and praise it 
in print. 
It’s undoubtedly one of the 
best jazz albums of the year. 
Peterson is a prolific pianist 
with fantastic technical skills. 
Milt Jackson is one of the top 
vibes-men in the business, and 
best-known for his work with 
The Modern Jazz Quartet. 
From the opening ‘ Green 
Dolphin Street” (on which Os­ 
car reaches inside the piano 
to pluck some of the strings 
directly), the album captures 
an infectious swinging feeling 
which rem ains — along with 
warm 
and 
lovely 
melodic 
statem ents — until the final 
notes of the last “Reunion 
Blues.”

For just a few cents in­ 


vested in the seeds will give 
you many more plants than 
you could possibly buy full- 
grown for the same money. 
Begonias and 
geraniums, 


Look To Barberries 
For Autumn Foliage 


lacking the abundance of 
color which fall brings to 
eastern gardens, the Marin- 
ites are ever on the lookout 
for shrubs and trees that take 
on autumn tones. 
He finds them, too, in trees 
such as liquidamber, which 
produce brilliant foliage, or 
in one of our many berried 
shrubs such as the pyracan- 
tha. 
If he looks at the barberry 
family he will find both ber­ 
ries and foliage that give him 
color when fall arrives. More­ 
over. he will find a family of 
shrubs that is too little used 
when one considers the mer- 
rits of its various members. 


BA R BER R IES are definite­ 
ly seasonal showpieces in fall, 
but they offer interest 
in 
<<ther seasons, too. 
In fact, 
they have a y e a r - r o u n d 
< harm. 
This is a huge f a m i 1 y of 
shrubs, both evergreen and 
deciduous. Of more than 100 
k n o w n varieties, however, 
only a few are of interest to 
the 
gardener. 
These 
find 
their places in the foundation 
planting, in the mixed shrub 
border and in i n f o r m a l 
hedges. 
When 
used 
as a 
hedge, 
the 
barberries 
are 
guaranteed to discourage tres­ 
passing, for so thorny are 
they that even a mouse would 
have trouble in p a s s i n g 
through. 
One of the best barberries 
for home grounds is the Dar­ 
win Barberry. A neat and re­ 
fined evergreen shrubs, 
it 
grows some five or six feet 
high 
and 
often 
as 
wide 
or wider, producing clean, 
glossy, dark green leaves of 
holly-like appearance. 


IN SPRING, the Darwin 
barberry has striking clusters 
of golden-orange flowers, and 
in our milder climate it may 
continue 
to 
scatter 
these 
throughout 
the 
year. 
The 
flowers are followed by blue- 
black berries. In fall, when 
nights start to turn cool, the 
foliage takes on a bronze cast 
which carries over in winter. 
Being evergreen, this bar­ 
berry makes an attractive, in­ 
formal hedge plant.. It seems 
indifferent to soils and asks 
only water for its best per­ 
formance. 
It is among the deciduous 
barberries that we find the 
pleasing combination of col­ 
ored foliage and colored ber­ 
ries in fall. The Wilson bar­ 
berry and the Japanese bar­ 
berry are especially attrac­ 
tive, the latter having varia­ 


tions in leaf color and size 
which make it doubly inter­ 
esting. 
Both Wilson barberry and 
Japanese barberry are rather 
low, shrubby specimens for 
the border where the fall 
color will stand out. Their 
foliage is green from spring 
until autumn at which time it 
colors up vividly before drop­ 
ping the leaves to unveil the 
masses of coral berries along 
the branches. 


J \PAN ESE barberry has 
two 
variations 
which 
the 
gardener should get to know : 
One is the Red Leaf Jap­ 
anese barberry, which has 
bronze-red foliage in summer 
that turns to beautiful amber 
shades as nights cool off. The 
other is the Crimson Pygmy 
variety—a dwarf counterpart 
of the Red Leaf Japanese bar­ 
berry. 
Both of these need sunny 
spots to maintain the rich 
bronze ti nes of their foliage 
in summer. When the leaves 
drop in fall, the coral or red 
berries of these deciduous 
barberries linger on and on 
along the bare branches. 
The holding quality of these 
berries is amazing. They hang 
on in the garden until the 
spring 
growth 
starts 
once 
again. And when cut for dis­ 
play in the house, they will 
last for weeks. Take care in 
cutting, 
however, 
lest 
the 
hand encounter thorns. 


GARDENERS 
CHECKLIST 


fuchsias and primroses, glox- 
innias, flowering maples (Abu­ 
tilón) even cacti are only a 
few of the kinds of house 
plants that may be grown 
from seeds. 
Such foliage plants as co­ 
leus and asparagus ferns are 
other possibilities. Actually, 
there’s a long, list of plants 
that thrive in the home and 
are easy to develop from 
seeds. 


SCRUB UP some flower 
pots to use as seedbeds and 
put half an inch of broken 
flower pots, coarse cinders 
or gravel in the bottom of 
each for drainage. 
A mixture of equal parts of 
good garden soil, granulated 
peat moss and sand wdll make 
a good medium in which to 
start the seeds. Firm the soil 
after nearly filling the pots. 
Over the top of the soil 
put half an inch of spagnum 
moss which has been rubbed 
through a sieve (or you can 
buy 
it 
already 
“ milled” ). 
Seeds sown in this moss will 
not be troubled by disease 
and their roots will grow 
down into the soil mixture. I 


DO NOT cover such very 
fine seeds as begonia or glox­ 
inia. Ju>t press them into the 
moss with the flat of your 
hand. Larger seeds may be 
covered with more moss to a 
depth that is twice the diam­ 
eter of the seed. 
Cover the pots with pieces j 
of glass, set them in a pan 
of water until the soil on top 
shows it is damp, drain and 
then keep them in a shaded 
place 
until 
seeds 
sprout. 
Then move the pots to a sun­ 
ny place, shading them with 
paper from the hottest sun. 


AS SOON as the seedlings 
have grown their second set 
of leaves they can be trans-1 
planted to little individual j 
pots which are set in a pan 
with peat moss stuffed be- j 
tween pots to prevent drying 
out. 
Keep watering with a fine 
spray when necessary and re­ 
pot when roots fill the little 
pots.
